a sheriff's posse, which had gone to 
Whitehall, his palatial mansion in Mad- 
Ison county, to serve papers upon the 
general in a civil case, instituted 
against him by 
his daughter, 
Mrs. 


'Mary B. Clay. 


. CLAY. 


Many shots were fired on each side, 


and the posse finally departed without 
accomplishing the purpose of its visit. 
It is reported that General Clay was 
wounded in the affray. 
Fleeing from 


his supposed enemies, he barricaded 
himself in his den in the mansion, and 
there remains, guarded by his faithful 
servants. Whether or not he is wound- 
ed is known only to himself and to his 
little bodyguard. 
No physician has 


been summoned to the house, and none 
dare approach, except 011 invitation. 


Yesterday's conflict was directly con* 


nected with the domestic woes of Gen- 
eral Clay, which have darkened the 
closing years of his life. 
The princi- 


pals in the battle were General Clay 
and two of his bodyguard, Bud Literell 
and Jim Bolln, on one side, and Sher- 
iff Colyer, Deputy Terrill and Frank 
Mason, on the other. 
The writ the 


sheriff sought to serve was one ordering 
the delivery of some furniture belong- 
ing to the general's daughter. 
The of- 


ficers approached the hou.se from the 
north, passing through the apple or- 
chard. 
The general's Russian bull- 


dogs set up a barking and the officers 
stopped at the yard. 
The general's 


bodyguard promptly came to the door, 
and the sheriff announced that he de- 
sired 
a personal 
interview with the 


magter of \Vhitehall. General Clay in 
a few moments came to the door, re- 
Tolver in hand. 


"General Clay," said the sheriff, "we 


are here on a peaceful mission." 


"Yon are on my property without 


leave, and I will shoot you," replied 
the 
old man, 
who, almost blind, ' 


strained his eyes as if trying to make 
out the location of the enemy.

"Dou't shoot, general"; we are friends," . 


shouted Sheriff Colyer. 
| 


"Spies," he retorted, and handing his 


pistol to one of his men, he took instead 
"a repeating shotgun, and cocked it. 


Sheriff Colyer sought shelter behind 


a large onk tree nearby, and his depu- 
ties also hid themselves. 
All nulled 


their weapons. General Clay shrieked: 
"The vendetta, the vendetta," and be- 
gan firing in the direction from which 
he heard the voices. The sheriff fired 
in return, after the general had emptied 
the weapon, and his deputies also fired. 
* After emptying his shotgun. General 
Clay tried bis revolver, which would 
not fire. He then took from the hands 
of the other guard auotbcr rifle and dis- 
charged it in the direction of the fright- 
ened sheriff and deputies. 
Exhausting 


his ammunition, General Clay sought 
retreat. 
He wont into his room, and, 


putting up the iron bars, ordered his 
men to adjust the pistols, which were 
throe large navy weapons, always kept 
lying on a dresser. 
He armed himself 


with a large bowie knife aud a butcher 
knife. 
Stationing himself by the side 


of the door he awaited further attack. 


Sheriff Colyer says he will not bother 


General Clay today, but will wait until 
Monday before serving tho papers.

surances of the most deiinite and sat- 
isfactory character, as to \ he execution 
of this purpose. 


The extent of the assurances can be 


best judged by the impression made 
in the highest official quarters here that 
the threatened crisis over Manchuria 
has been completely averted. 


The Russian communication is the 


more significant coming rt a moment 
when the press advices from Europe as- 
serted that Russia was collecting an 
army of 300,000 men for the purpose of 
holding Manchuria without 
reference 


to the desire of the other powers. There 
is no doubt that Russia has a large mil- 
itary force in Manchuria, so that Kad 
she determined to hold the province 
she has the military establishment al- 
ready on the ground prepared to main- 
tain her occupancy.

catch up with orders, unless the vol- 
ume of new business increases.

The 


conference began yesterday afternoon 
aud was not ended HBti! this morning. 


The - contractors on their part then 


submitted two propositions to the pro- 
ducers, through Mr. Scaramon, which 
were iu turn rejected, and as the con- 
troversy now stands it means a fight 
to the lintel), with the producers more 
determined thaa ever to withhold their 
uiilk. 
The two propositions made by 


the contractors were: First, the pres- 
ent 
arrangement; second, the same 


as the first, excepting, charge back for 
surplus milk will not exceed 2 cents a 
can on the arerage for six months ia 
any zone. In case the surplus does not 
amount to 2 cents on the average for 
six months, the difference will be paid 
back pro rata per can in such zone as 
the surplus is less than 2 cents per 
can, reserving the right not to take an 
amount of milk from any producer in 
excess of last year. 


It was the general feeing yesterday, 


when the conference of producers and 
contractors voted to leave the duty of 
drawing up a plan that would be agree- 
able to both sides to Messrs. Whiting

and when later in the day it was an- 
nounced that the two gentlemen had 
agreed upon a basis of settlement it 
was felt that the question was as good 
as solved.

endorsement of his fellow contractors. 
For the purpose of discussing this dual 
agreement, the contractors held a se- 
cret conference, which lasted from late 
yesterday afternoon until early this 
morning, with the result before stated. ' 
The contractors will hold no more meet- 
ings to consider1 the matter unless new 
developments 'fdree tVsm to such action. 


The producers, wliile greatly disap- 


pointed that no amicable settlement 
could be reached, were very outspoken 
in their asesrtions that the fight against 
the contractors would now be waged 
harder th?m ever, and that the amount 
of milk now obtained by the contrac- 
tors will be greatly curtailed by the 
accession to the union's ranks of farm- 
ers who have heretofore taken a. neutral 
position. 


President Ward, after the result of 


the contractors' meeting became known, 
gave out the following appeal: 


"Producers: ' Still hold back your 


milk.

this morning." 


President Ward also warns producers 


not to believe or take any stock in cir- 
culars or statements made by the con- 
tractors that the reports sent out from 
the union's headquarters are untrue, or 
that the efforts of the union had re- 
sulted in utter failure.

' There is a bill in the legislature that 
tahould be killed, and our representa- 
tives should use their votes and their 
Influence against it.

.bill for a five-cent fare on steam roads 
•within the limits of Boston. He said 
It had been admitted by a railroad 
counsel that passengers could be car- 
ried at a profit for five cents as far out 
as Dedham. — 10 miles. Mr. Cook of 
Leominster favored the bill because it 
•was in the interest of poor people Mr. 
Blood 'f Fitchburg was against it be- 
cause suburbanites now have the cheap 
est fares in the state, and people from 
a distance have to pay more on that 
la'ccount. Mr. Smith of Boston arg-ued 
at length for the bill. Mr. Turtle of 
Pittsfleld was against it, because it 
-was introducing a new method of com- 
puting fares on steam roads. Mr. Luce 
of Somerville favored the bill and it 
•was substituted by a voice vote for 
the adverse report of the railroad com- 
mittee. 


Mr. Blood got to the point is his 


opposition and Mr. Turtle's objection is 
well founded. The fact of the matter is 
that the rest of the state 5s paying for 
the cheap transportation of the people 
who live near to the city of Boston. 
The railroads must make their busi- 
ness pay and they are going to do it. 
If the IVslature steps in and orders 
the fare cut down to benefit a certain 
number of the citizens of the state the 
rest will have to make uj> the defic- 
iency! caused by the forced cut down.

"you can measure the wealth-produc- 
ing power of

parisons, using school statistics from 
bis own state,

Massachusetts 


and from the United States as a whole 
Regarding the ratio ho set out to es- 
tablish he says: 


"To illustrate, the average schooS, 


period in 1898-99 of each inhabitant of 
the United States was 4.4 years; of 
Massachusetts 7 years; 'of Tennessee, 
•» little less than three years. The an- 
nual production W the whole of tho 
United States in 1899 was $170 per cap- 
'ita a year, or about 55 cents a day. The 
production' of Massachusetts in 
1899' 


was $260 for each man, woman and 
•bil4, or 85 cents a day. The most 
favorable figures make the total an- 
nual production of Tennessee in 1899 
less than $116 a year, or 38 cents a day 
for each inhabitant.

Williama Grand Stand Plans Call for 


a Modern Structure. 


f The plans for the new grand stand on 
.Weston field, the contract for which 
t.,is-b«en let to Perr> A. Smedley, wore , 
Klven put last evening by the Williams 
.ccfflege athletic council and they will 
make a graaid stand which will be an 
ornament to the field and modern in j 
'every ' respect. The building will be 85 
feet long and 30 feet deep and though 


_ plain will be exceedingly well built. 
'There will be eight tiers of seats, which 
• will be on the style of park bencTTes, 
anil tiiey will give a seating capacity 
of 400. The center tiers of seats w'.U 
ilaee the pitcher directly, and will be 
38 feet wide, while on either side will 
toe rows running obliquely towbrds 
the diamond, each 18 feet wide. The re- 
mainder of the floor sg&ca will be taken 
Up with aisles. 
' The interior will be finished neatly 
and varnished and the front will be 
protected by a wire netting. The roof 
•will be cone shaped and will be ceiled 
above the seats to prevent birds from 
making their homes there. The whole 
(X'terrfor \vii\i be shingled (and will be 
finished in gray. The first floor will not 
be completed because the council has 
not enough money, but the windows j 
will be put in and everything wfil be 
made ready for fitting it later into 
apartments for the use of the athletic 
teams.

SEARCHING INQUEST HELD 


Superintendent Snyder's Testimony in 


Regard to Responsibility of Train- 


men for Observance of Orders. 


Big Damage Suits Expected 


An inquest wag held in Troy yester- 


day afternoon concerning the accident 
on the Fitchburg division of the Bos- 
ton and Maine railroad at Schae-hti- 
ooke early in the morning of March 28 
which resulted in the death of Engin- 
eers Kempf and Morrell and of Fire- 
man Frederick L.. 
McNaughton, 
as 


well as the injury of Fireman H. C. 
Felter and. Brakemen P. D. Murphy 
and w. E. Lewis. Coroner Tarbell re- 
served nis decision. After the inquest 
Assistant District Attorney 
O'Brien 


and Superintendent Snyder of the Bos- 
ton and Maine had a conference in 
private but is purport was not made 
known. It was intimated that further 
steps may be taken by the district at- 
torney. 


The hearing1 was of much interest 


and showed that the accident resulted 
from disobeyed orders, it was esti- 
mated that relatives of victims of the 
accident are to bring actions for dam- 
ages and also that the grand jury 13 
to be asked to consider the matter, 
but from the testimony given it would 
appear that responsibility for the ac- 
cident rested with the engineers who 
were killed, especially with' Engineer 
Kcrnsf. 


There were many witnesses the chief 


ones being Assistant Superintendent 
M. P. Snyfler of the Fitchburg divis- 
iin and Conductor John H. O'Brien, 
who was in charge of the train of 
which Kempf was engineer. The exam- 
ination of witnesses was conducted by 
Assistant District Attorney O'Brien. 


Mr. Snyder described the repairs that 


were being made to the track and. 
bridge at the point of the accident, 
saying that trains in both directions 
had orders to come to a full stop be- 
fore entering the short section of sin- 
gle track. If that order had been obey- 
ed there would not have been an acci- 
dent. The single track had been in use 
for 15 fays, while the work was being 
done to a part of the line, and both 
Kempf and Morrell had been over it 
andknew the rule about stopping. 


**What precaution was" taken by you 


to prevent such an, accident?" asked 
Mr. O'Brien. 


"We took every precaution possible,'1 


answered Mr. Snyder. "The ball signal 
was used; switches were attended to; 
orders were put on the bulletins at 
different stations and special orders 
were given to the engineers to come 
to a full stop before going on the single 
track." 


"Whose duty -was it to see that a 


train is stopped?" Superintedent Sny- 
der was asked. 


The orders are issued to the conduct- 


or and engineer. The firemen and brake 
men are not held responsible." 


"Who is in superior authority as to 


the movement of a train, the engineer 
or conductor?" 


The conductor. He has charge of the 


whole train. The engineer has no risrht 
to start or stop a train without or- 
ders from the conductor, exceot in 
emergencies. There was no such emer- 
gency when the accident under invseti- 
gation happened and the engineer was 
as much to blame as the conductor. 
The special order in- regard to the 
movement of the trains which collided 
was posted on bulletin boards at dif- 
ferent points and beside that it was 
served on engineers • and conductors. 
Both conductors hi the collision had 
received and signed for the 
notice, 


but there was no evidence to show that 
Engineer Kempf h'ad received it. 


"It was Kempf's duty to come to a 


full stop with the east bouTid train be- 
fore entering on the 
single 
track, 


whether he received a copy of the order 
or not, as the west bound train had the. 
right of way. 


Conductor John H. O'Brien, who was 


in charge of the east bound train of 
which Kempf was engineer, testified 
that he received orders to take out an 
extra run from Rotterdam. He did so 
with Engineer Kempf in charge of en- 
gine 1087, and at the time of the col- 
lision the engine was" drawing 26 coal 
cars. He was in the caboose when the 
crash came. He had no notice of the 
approach of the west bound tram. 
The orders were for trains to come to 
a full stop at the cross-over and wait 
for the ball signal. It was understood 
that trains should stop there anyhow, 
whether they got the signal that the 
track was clear or not. 


"DW your train stop?" asked Mr. 


O'Brien. 


"No sir/' said the witness. 
He also testified that he could not 


see the signals on account- of the 
storm. He had no idea how far away 
the train was from the signals when 
the collision, took Dlace.

FAVOR DIOCESAN DIVISION 


Minority Committee Report of Interest 


to Western Massachusetts' 


As reported, some time ago in this ' 


paper, the commutes of the Episcopal 
diocese of Massachusetts appointed to 
consider the question of a division of 
the diocese, of which Rev. J .C. Teb- 
betts of this city was a member, re- 
ported in favor of the appointment of 
a bishop coadjutor. This was the ma- 
jority report, signed by the chairman 
clerk and 29 members of the committee. 


This suggestion was not 
received 


with entire, favor in western Massachu- 
setts, however, and a minority report 
has been filed which is of much inter- 
est to the Episcopalians 
throughout 


this section. 


The minority report recommends that 


the state be divided into the diocese of 
Boston, comprising the county of Suf- 
folk, the city of Cambridge and the 
archdeaconary of New Bedford; and j 
the diocese of Worcester, comprising 
the rest of the state. There are two 
dissenting members of the committee, 
but they make a. strong argument for 
for division as opposed to the appoint- 
ment of a bishop coadjutor The fol- 
lowing are among the reasons given: 


Experience proves that friction 4= 


not unlikely to occur between two bish- 
ops in the same diocese, except when 
the senior is practically retired by 
reason of age or disability and the nec- 
essary subordination of the one to the 
other makes a burden difficult to be 
borne. 


"The election of a coadjutor to so 
ung a bishop as our diocesan pre- 


sents the difficulty of electing a man 
who would probably not succeed to the 
office of bishop of the diocese and it 
also holds out the prospect of both 
bishops growing old together and re- 
quiring relief at the same time 


"On the side of the diocese it is fair 


to claim, tha that portion of the dio- 
cese which would be assigned to the 
care of the bishop coadjutor would de- 
velop a stronger life if he were its 
diocesan, from its sense of responsibil- 
ity to him as its immediate and final 
spiritual head."
